Whitney Denies Public 
Opinion Forced Settle- 
ment, but Asserts ‘We 
Couldn’t Buck Threat 
of Machine Guns.’

CLEVELAND, May 29—If the 
Government had not intervened in 
the rail strike by seizing the roads 
and threatening to call out the 
Army to run them, the carriers 
would have capitulated to the 
striking unions within two more 
days, Alexander F. Whitney, presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen, told the Post- 
Dispatch here yesterday. 

Still bitter over what he termed 
President Truman’s “fascist 
strike-breaking tactics,” the 78 
year-old, austere union head de- 
clared: “It would be a good thing 
for the country if President Tru- 
man would resign right now and 
jet Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes take over the management 
of the nation. Byrnes is a good 
friend of labor.” 

Failing this, he said, he would 
look forward to the 48 presiden- 
tial with the expressed 
aim of helping to beat Truman if 
he runs. “But I really don’t think 
he'll be a candidate,” he went on. 
“By his drastic actions he has lost 
organized labor for good. It’s a 
little early to speculate, but I'd 
like to support Henry Wallace.”

Whitney, solemn-mannered but 
looking chipper in a tan suit, yel- 
low shirt and gay tie, was inter- 
viewed in his imposing walnut- 
paneled office on the fifteenth 
floor of the Standard Building in 
downtown Cleveland.

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28 DACHAU KILLERS HANGED 


HITLER’S CELL 


One Nazi Executed for Each 10,000 of Their 
Victims—Post-Dispatch Writer 
Describes Scene. 


The following was written by a 
Post-Dispatch editorial writer who 
witnessed the Dachau executions 
as a representative of the Army 
newspaper Stars and Stripes, of 
which he is serving as advisory 
editor. |

LANDSBERG, Germany, Ma 
29 (By Radio) — If Adolf Hitler 
had been in his old room in 
Landsberg prison today and yes- 
terday he could have seen the 
payoff. 

Fifty steps from the window 
out of which he looked when he 
was writing “Mein Kampf,” 28 of 
his killers from Dachau paid with 
their lives on a double gallows 
for their crimes against the 
world. Since approximately one- 
quarter of a million men, women 
and children were beaten, burned, 
poisoned, gassed, shot, starved or 
otherwise tortured to death at 


Dachau, the ratio was one Nazi 
executed for every 10,000 of 
Dachau’s victims. 

Fourteen of the condemned 
were hanged today and 14 yester- 
day, seven in the forenoon and 
seven in the afternoon of each 
day. The executions satisfied mil- 
itary commission order No. 4 


dated April 23. They bore the ap- 


proval of Lt. Gen. Lucian K. Trus- 
cott Jr. and the confirmation of 
Gen. Joseph T. MeNarney. 

The first killer to climb the 13 
steps was Friederich Wilhelm 
Ruppert, 40 years old, whose 
crimes included the slaughter of 
90 Russian officers. He left his 
cell Tuesday at 9:27 a.m., was 
dropped at 9:39 and was pro- 
nounced dead at 9:54. The last to 
stand on the hangman’s trapdoor 
was one-legged Leonhard Anselm 
Eighberger, 30, who knew well

TAK-SEIZED LOTS 


Measure Before Alder- 


men Would Permit Sale 
of Scattered Tracts to 
Builders.

A bill authorizing the sale of 
lots acquired by the city for taxes 


for use in providing about 200 
home sites for veterans, was in- 
troduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today at the request of Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann. 


The measure would authorize 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to sell the lots for not 
less than 50 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation to contractors 
and builders, under an agreement 
that the property will be used as 
sites for permanent homes for 
veterans .costing. not more than 
$6500. 

The lots covered by the Mayor’s 
proposal are scattered through the 
city. They had been acquired over 
a period of years for taxes, and 
titles to them have been, or soon 
will be cleared.

Slave Labor Boss Sauckel, 
Like Other Nazi De- 
fendants, Acts Out Role 
of Innocence.

NUERNBERG,, May 29 (By ra- 
dio)—At the palace of justice here 


all the court is a stage and all the 
defendants are merely players. 

Fritz Sauckel, whose turn has 
come to take the stand in his 
defense, is no exception. Visually 
he is perhaps the most unpre- 
possessing personage in this gal- 
lery of repugnant types. He is 
accused of having served as a 
bloodhound to bay 5,000,000 serf 
laborers of both sexes into Nazi 
work camps, there to be sheared 
and slaughtered like sheep. 

But the former gauleiter of 
Thuringia has cast himself in the 
role of an innocent who is a guile-

FOOD COSTING $10.94 IN 39 
NOW $18.06, SAYS 6.0. P. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (UP)— 
The Republican food study com- 
mittee reported that 73 food items 
which cost the Washington (D.C.) 
housewife $10.94 in 1939 now can 
not be bought for less than $18.06. 

Many housewives buying at cer- 
tain types of stores must pay up 
to $26.20 for the food items, the 
committee said. It issued the re- 
port in challenging OPA claims

Hess enacted a martyr, dauntless- 
ly facing the lions. Joachim von 
Ribbentrop cooed and fluttered his 
plumage in the role of a dove of 
peace. Field Marshal Wilhelm von 
Keitel chose to be a mere fly buz- 
zing piteously in the Fuehrer’s 
web. Hans. Frank, called “the 
Butcher of Poland,” paced the 
boards as a Christian penitent.

GERALD K 
HOLDS 2 MEETING 
AT AUDITORIUM 


Eagleton Finds No In- 
gredients of Trouble,’ 
and Sends Word to 
Chief, Who Blocked 
Rally Last Night. 


Approximately 50 followers of 
Gerald L. K. Smith held a meet- 
ing at Kiel Auditorium today 


after Mark Eagleton, president of 7 


the Board of Police Commission- 
ers, decided that “the ingredients 
of trouble” were not present. 

Chief of Police James J. Mitch- 
ell had prevented a Smith meeting 
from being held last night to pre- 
vent “serious trouble,” and he 
also had barred a rival mass 
meeting on Memorial Plaza and 
picketing of the Smith meeting 
last night by the American Vet- 
erans Committee, There had been 
some disorder at Smith meetings 
here last month. 

In contrast to last night there 
were no large crowds around Kiel 
Auditorium when the Smith meet- 
ing began shortly after 10:30 a.m. 
today, nor were the crowds large 
when the session reconvened in 
the afternoon. A final session of 
what Smith calls the Nationalist 
Conference also was planned for 
8 o’clock tonight. 

Whether this would be allowed 
by police apaprently depended on 
the situation presenting itself at 
the time. Chief Mitchell at first 


had barred all meetings today and 
50 policemen were on hand at the 
Auditorium before 10 a.m. to stop 
Smith, meetings, 


Eagleton at Scene. 


After making a personal survey 
of the situation, however, Eagle- 
ton asked Assistant Chief Jere- 
miah O’Connell, in charge of the 
police detail at the Auditorium, 
to make a new report to Chief 
Mitchell. O’Connell returned with 
word that Mitchell agreed with 


‘Eagleton that the meeting should 


be allowed to continue. 

Eagleton said, however, that he 
believed Chief Mitchell's action 
in stopping the meeting last night 
“unquestionably was right,” be- 
cause of the likelihood of violence. 

American Veterans Committee 
members picketed today’s session 
and Douglas MacLeod, field direc- 
tor, announced the AVC would 
attempt to hold a mass “picket- 
ing demonstration” near the Audi- 
torium, beginning at 7 o’clock this 
evening, followed by a mass meet- 
ing at Memorial Plaza at 8:30 p.m. 
MacLeod said police action al- 
lowing the Smith meetings today 
was a “double cross” of the AVC. 

Smith previously had said he 
would seek court injunctions to 
obtain use of the Auditorium, but 
later said this would not be nec- 
essary. Smith, however, said he 
would ask the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office to take 
criminal action against “Commu- 
nists” and would report the en- 
tire incident to the House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities, 
headed by Representative John E. 
Rankin (Dem.) of Mississippi. 

“The Rankin Committee is un- 
friendly to the people who tried 
to break up our meeting last 
night,” Smith said. 

Earlier, Smith had tried to see 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann and 
had called Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
on the telephone in an attempt to 
have the Missouri State Guard 
mobilized in his behalf. Mayor 
Kaufmann would not see him. 
Gov. Donnelly told Smith that he 
did not intend to call out the 
Guard until he had been informed 
by someone in official position in 
St. Louis that there had been a 
breakdown in law enforcement. 

Victor Harris, attorney for the 
St. Louis Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee, said that the parent organ- 
ization, the American-Civil Liber- 
ties Union, had protested against 
cancellation of Smith’s meeting 
and the veterans’ meeting, in a 
telegram to Gov. Donnelly. Harris

Proposes Plan for Governing U. 8. 


If Atom Bomb Wiped Out Capital 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AF) — 
On the supposition that an enemy 
dropped an atomic bomb on Wash - 
ington, killing the president, vice 
president, cabinet officers, su- 
preme court justices and members 
of congress, who would run the 
government? 

Representative Trimble (Dem.), 
Arkansas, has an idea. He put it 
into a proposed constitutional 
amendment which he planned to 
introduce in the House today. 
Under it, if the bomb did all those 
things, this would happen: 

1, The top surviving officers of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force 
would select a civilian to act as 
temporary president, 

2. This temporary president at 
once would call state governors 
into meeting. By majority vote 
they would select two of their 
own number, one to be president, 


the other vice president, for the 
unexpired terms of the men killed. 

3. Also, the governors by major- 
ity vote would select a capital for 
the government, if Washington 
were wiped out. 

4. The legislature of any state 
whose senators or representatives 
were killed by the bomb would 
elect replacements for the unex- 
pired terms. 

(Governors now can appoint 
senators to fill vacancies until an 
election is held but House vacan- 
cies can be filled only by election.) 

5. The new - president would 
choose replacements for supreme 
court justices, They would hold 
office until a new president was 
regularly elected.

GLAUSE IN LABOR 
BILL INDICATED 


Poll Shows Only 18 Mem- 
bers Committed for 
Proposal — Agreement 


for Vote Late Today. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
President Truman's work-or-be- 
drafted plan faces almost certain 


defeat in the Senate if the coal 
dispute is settled quickly, an As- 
sociated Press poll showed today. 

Of 63 Senators willing to state 
their position, 45 said they were 
opposed to that section of the 
House-passed emergency bill which 
would empower the President to 
induct into the Army and send 
back to work those who strike in 
Government - seized industries. 
Eighteen Senators announced sup- 
port of the proposal. Briggs of 
Missouri was among those sup- 
porting a labor draft. Donnell of 
Missouri was listed as undecided. 

Vote Late Today. 

The Senate agreed today to vote 
by 5 p.m. on the question of 
knocking the labor draft provision 
from the bill. 

Majority Leader Barkley ob- 
tained also an agreement for a 
Umitation of debate on the meas- 
ure as a whole to 30 minutes for 
each Senator. 

In view of that agreement, he 
told the Senate, he would not in- 
sist on a night session or on 
meeting tomorrow, Memorial Day. 
The limitation of debate assured 
Senate action within a few days. 

Today was the Senate’s second 
day of debate on the measure, 
which the House passed in less 
than two hours Saturday. 

Clark, Senators Confer. 

Attorney General Clark met 
with Senate leaders at the Capi- 
tol in an effort to revise the Presi- 
dent’s emergency labor legislation, 
which is entirely separate from 
the Case bill. : 

Details of the meeting were 
secret, but it was learned that 
principal attention centered on 
the provision which would give 
the President power to draft 
strikers into the armed forces. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Loui- 

siana, reported after a White 
House call today that President 
Truman was determined to ob- 
tain passage of the emergency 
legislation. Ellender said he called 
to assure Truman of his own sup- 
port. 
The 45 Senators lined up against 
the draft section of the Presi- 
dent's measure include 20 Demo- 
crats, 24 Republicans and a Pro- 
gressive. They represent a bloc 
only three short of a 48 majority, 
now that there is one vacancy in 
the Senate. 

Moreover, there seemed little

WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
France was backed today, in the 
job of getting back on its feet, by 
a loan of $1,370,000,000 from the 
United States. 

The two countries made a num- 
ber of agreements in connection 
with the credit arrangement which 
President Truman and French 
President Felix Gouin announced 
jointly last night. The loan talks 
began here 12 weeks ago. 

French officials estimated the 
money would finance at least one 
year of their country’s four-year 
rehabilitation plan. 

In addition to the eredit, the 
United States promises these 
things: 

1. To help France sell its 
goods in this country, This 
might mean an ultimate reduc- 
tion in American tariffs on

2. An additional credit — of 
perhaps $25,000,000 — to buy 
about 750,000 tons of American 


Pledge on World Trade. 
France, in turn, pledged itself 


not to raise its tariffs on Ameri- 
can products and joined with the 
United States and Britain in their 
campaign to expand world trade 
through lowered tariffs every- 
where. 

Of the $1,370,000,000 total, France 
will get: 

1. A direct loan of $650,000,- 
000. The interest is 3 per cent. 
The loan must be repaid in 
8. 

2. Credit for $720,000,000 more. 
interest is 2 per cent. 
This must be repaid in 35 years. 

Repayment of the principal 
won't begin for the first five 
years. 

If France has a year of “extraor- 
dinary and adverse economic con- 
ditions—the United States will de- 
eide on this—France in that year 
can defer repayment completely. 

As a result of the agreement, 
the United States wrote off $266,- 
000,000 in lend-lease supplied to 
France during the war. France's 
reverse lend-lease to the United 
States was about $800,000,000.

DAIRY LAW REVISION BILL 
SIGNED BY GOV, DONNELLY 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 29—A 
bill revising the Missouri dairy 
law, to raise the standards for 
manufacture of dairy products and 


to provide more effective regula- 
tion by the State Commissioner of 
Agriculture, was signed yesterday 
afternoon by Gov. Donnelly. 

In approving the measure the 
Governor recommended, however,

WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
A $92,500,000 fund to help the War 
Department start returning to 


this country the bodies of 275,000 
war dead was approved today by 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 
It wag. part of a $661,520,810 de- 
ficiency supply bill sent to the 
House floor by the committee— 
$416,656,000 of the total being ear- 
marked for expanded activities of 
the Veterans’ Administration. The 
bill also gives the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration $441,250,000 in con- 
tract authority to complete 76 new 
hospitals and other buildings.

Terms of Reported Accord, 

The major terms on which

$1.18%. Time and one-half would 
be paid for work beyond 35 hours 
each week. This would net the 
miners $59.25 for a 45-hour week 
compared to their previous $63.50 
for 54 hours. 

2. Two health and welfare 
funds. One would be financed by 
the operators at the rate of five 
cents a ton of coal produced and 
would be administered jointly. 
The other would be made up of 
present payroll deductions for 
such things as medicine, surgery 
and hospitalization in cases where 
such payments already are made. 
This fund would be administered 
solely by the union. 

3. Following the procedures of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board in determining by elections 
which supervisory workers are 
eligible for membership in Lewis’s 
union. 

4. Safety standards to be set up 
by the Federal Bureau of Mines. 

5. Housing and sanitation facili- 
ties to be surveyed by an out- 
standing authority, with the help 
of the public health service, in 
an effort to establish standards 
for the company towns. 

Meanwhile, the Solid Fuels Ad- 
ministration reported that no coal 
has been coming from union 
mines since the truce expired. 
Production actually had fallen to 
less than half of normal when the 
Government seized the mines a 
week ago today.. The railroad 
strike cut further into the output 
by last weekend.

Ohio Supreme Court Denies Job- 
less Pay to Striking Miners. 

COLUMBUS, O., May 29 (AP)— 
The Ohio Supreme Court held to- 
day that coal miners on strike were 
not entitled to unemployment com- 
pensation benefits. 

The decision was in an action 
brought by Chambers Baker and 
other miners employed by the 
Powhatan Mining Co. to collect 
compensation during the mine 
work stoppage of March 31 to 
April 29, 1941, after their contract 
had expired. 

The court, reversing an appel- 
late court decision, held that 
“collective and concerted discon- 
tinuance of work” by any group 
to enforce certain demands upon 
an employer constituted a strike, 
and those participating in the 
work stoppage therefore were not 
entitled to unemployment compen- 
sation.

UNION MEETING 
CALLED 10 AFFIRM 
FAITH IN TRUMAN 


Butchers’ Chief Asks AFL 
Men to. Back Resolu- 
tion He ‘Faced Condi- 
tion, Not Theory.’

Representatives of St. Louis 
AFL unions have been invited to 
a meeting this afternoon to re- 
affirm labor’s confidence in Presi- 
dent Truman and to call on the 
President to withdraw his request 
for authority to draft strikers in- 
to military service, made last Sat- 
urday in the railroad strike. 

Nick Blassie, president of the 
Missouri State Federation of 
Butcher Workmen, has invited 100 
AFL unions to send representa- 
tives to the meeting, at 2:30 
o’clock at Hotel Coronado. Blas- 
sie said the butcher workmen, 
with 25,000 members throughout 
the state, has adopted a resolution, 
to be presented at today’s meet- 
ing, and that a similar meeting 
has been called in Kansas City. 

The resolution states that Fres- 
ident Truman has been “bitterly 
denvunced by certain spokesmen 
for organized labor” for his action 
in bringing the railroad strike to 
a quick end, and has been “excori- 
ated for his proposal to draft into 
military service workers, who 
strike in industries taken over by 
the Government.” Foeg of organ- 
ized labor in Congress have used 
the strikes in coal and the rail- 
roads to inflame public opinion 
against labor in order to justify 
anti-labor legislation, the resolu- 
tion adds. 

President Truman is described 
as the “stanch friend and cham- 
pion of the wage-earner, who has 
sponsored progressive legislation, 
which, if passed, would have pre- 
vented much strife between labor 
and management.” The President} 
last Saturday “faced a condition, 
not a theory,” it is stated, and, if 
he used drastic measures, the 
threat to the country's social and 
economic stability exculpated his 
high-handed political tactics.” 

Calling for approval in princi- 
ple of most of the domestic and 
foreign policies advocated by tie 
President, the resolution asks that 
he thdraw his request for au- 
thority to draft strikers in Gov- 
ernment-operated industries into 
military service; that he veto the 
Case bill; use his prestige to bring 
about revision of railroad work- 
ing rules, and that he take this 
means of demonstrating that his 
foes “inside and outside of the 
American labor movement do not 
reflect the sentiment of the rank 
and file of workers.” 

Copies of the resolution are 
being sent to President Truman, 
to the heads of the AFL and CIO 
and the Railroads Brotherhoods, 
Blassie said, “to publicly reiterate 
our unshaken confidence in Har- 
ry S. Truman, a time-tested friend 
of organized labor.” 


U.S. CALLS PARLEY IN EFFORT 
TO PREVENT SHIPPING TIE-UP 


Schwellenbach to Meet Today With Union 


Chiefs and Shipowners—Strike Set for 
June 15. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
called in shipowners and mari- 
time union chiefs for a conference 
this afternoon aimed at finding 
some way to prevent the shipping 
tie-up set for June 15. 

That strike, if it comes, would 
cripple America’s merchant ma- 
rine, halt shipping from Atlantic, 
Pacific and Gulf ports and pre- 
vent the export of relief supplies 
for famine areas abroad. 

Joseph Curran, president of the 
CIO National Maritime Union, 
told a reporter on his arrival from 
New York that he expected the 
ship operators to make some “new 
proposals” at the meeting. 

“If they don’t,” Curran said, 
“it will be a difficult situation and 
I mean it.” 


Senator Radcliffe (Dem.), Mary- 
land, told reporters after a White 
House visit that the threatened 
strike would not prevent opera- 
tion of the nation’s merchant 
shipping. Radcliffe, chairman of a 
Senate Merchant Marine subcom- 
mittee, was asked who would run 
the ships if a strike goes into ef- 
fect June 15, as scheduled. 
| “The ships are going to run— 
you can bet on that,” Radcliffe 
said, 

Asked if the Government would 
take them over, he said: “some- 
body's going to run them.” 

Radcliffe went to the White 
House with Senator Overton 
(Dem.), Louisiana, acting chair- 
man of the full Commerce Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine. They 
talked with President Truman, 
they said, of Merchant Marine 
problems generally and discussed 
the appointment of a successor on 


the Maritime Commission to Capt. 
Edward Macauley, who resigned 
as a member of the commission 
May 21. 

The Senators said they dis- 
cussed two or three men and said 
they might have a more specific 
recommendation after further 
conferences with Commerce Com- 
mittee members. 

Six other unions have joined 
Curran’s NMU in demanding a 30 
per cent wage increase, an eight- 
hour day, overtime adjustments 
and retroactive pay. The seven 
unions claim about 200,000 mem- 
bers on 3100 ships, more than 
two thirds of them owned by the 
Government, 

The other unions are the Ma- 
rine Cooks and Stewards Associa- 
tion. of the Pacific; Pacific Coast 
Marine Firemen, Oilers, Water- 
tenders and Wipers Association; 
National Marine Engineers Bene- 
ficial Association; Inland Boat- 
men’s Union of the Pacific; Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen's Union, headed by 
Harry Bridges; and the American 
Communications Association. All 
are CIO affiliates. 

Curran’s NMU turned down as 
“completely inadequate” Monday 
an offer made in New York nego- 
tiations for a $12.50 monthly wage 
increase and overtime pay in- 
creases, This was an offer ad- 
vanced by 39 Atlantic and Gulf 
Coast ship operators. 

The ACA, bargaining agent for

TOKYO, May 29 (UP)—George 
Atcheson Jr., Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s personal representative, 
traded barbed retorts with Soviet 
Lt. Gen. Kuzma Derevyanko to- 
day when Atcheson told the Al- 
lied Council an aggressive minor- 
ity sought to sabotage democracy 
in Japan. 

Derevyanko announced that the 
Soviet Government could not ac- 
cept an American report on al- 
leged “irregularities” in the occu- 
pation. He tried to establish a 
four-power commission to investi- 
gate the “irregularities,” but was 
defeated by a 3to-1 vote. Brit- 
ain and China voted with the 
United States, 

Arguments centered around the 
“May day letter,“ an anonymous 
document submitted to the coun- 
cil early this month which Atche- 
son previously called Communist 
propaganda. 

Atcheson sald he doubted that 
all the May day demonstrators 
outside the imperial palace, said 
to number 500,000, had been Com- 
munist supporters. He said it 
seemed clear that an aggressive 
minority was trying to influence 
the Japanese masses “through the 
customary tactics employed in 


LICHFIELD TRIAL ADJOURNED 
WHEN 13 REFUSE TO TESTIFY 


BAD NAUHEIM, Germany, May 
29 (AP)—Mass refusal of prosecu- 
tion witnesses to testify forced a 
two-day adjournment today in the 
trial of Lt. Granville Cubage of 
Oklahoma City on a charge of 
mistreating prisoners at the Unit- 
ed States Army guardhouse in 
Lichfield, England. He is one of 
six officers accused, 

Thirteen successive witnesses 
refused to answer any question, 
even when threatened with mili- 
tary punishment. They com- 


plained they were being treated 
unfairly by the Army. 

Three men opened the strike be- 
fore the court martial. 

Sgt. Saul I, Russ of Brooklyn, 
N. V., one of the three, asserted: 


“We witnesses are being held 
in the guardhouse and treated as 
dangerous criminals while these 
accused officers are running 
around free.” 


JOINT BRITISH-U.S, PROTEST 
TO TITO ON TRIESTE REPORTED 


LONDON, May 29 (AP)—The 
Foreign Office said today that the 
United States and Great Britain 
had protested formally to Yugo- 


slavia over “obstruction” to the 
Allied Military Government in 
Trieste and Venezia Giulia and 
the general attitude of Premier 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s Gov- 
ernment toward the western na- 
tions, 

The notes were sent May 20. 
They were not made public, 

The Foreign Office said the 
British Government concluded 
“that Yugoslavia is trying to iso- 
late herself from the west,” and 
charged the Yugoslav Government 
with inciting a “lack of co-opera- 
tion arid obstruction” to Allied 
authorities. 

The British also complained 
about. difficulties in their em- 
bassy and about communications 
from Yugoslavia and the Yugo- 
slav refusal to allow British busi- 
nessmen to inspect their property 


in that country.

“What is sought by such activi- 
ties is the same degree if not 
exactly the same kind of regimen- 
tation from which we are freeing 
the Japanese people,” Atcheson 
said.

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CIO LOSES IN VOTE 
ATFIRSTNATIONAL 


ACCUSES BANK OF 


VIOLATING LAW 


Charges Coercion and In- 
timidation in Com- 


plaint to NLRB After, 


Employes Reject Union, 
558 to 185. 


The CIO United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workers of America to- 
day charged the First National 
Bank with violating the Wagner 
Act, after the CIO had suffered 
its worst election defeat here in 
several years. In an election yes- 
terday, 
voted against joining the Bank 
Employes Guild, an adjunct of 
the CIO union, 558 to 185. 


Immediately Robert Conway, 
business representative of the 
union, announced his intention to 
file charges with the National 
Labor Relations Board alleging 
the bank had coerced and intimi- 
dated its employes to vote against 
the union. Those charges, under 
the general heading of unfair 
labor practices, were filed this 
morning. 

A statement handed out by 
union officers as employes report- 
ed today to the bank for work 
said: “The bank’s campaign was 
illegal in every respect. We shall 
immediately file charges of un- 
fair labor practices against the 
bank with the National Labor Re- 
lations Board.” 

“Custom,” Says Bank Officer. 

William C. Connett, senior vice 
president of the bank, said he be- 
lieved it was the custom of unions 
to file such charges whenever 
they lost elections. 

“All we did,” he said, “was to 
present the facts to our employes. 
We felt they were discriminating 
and could analyze all statements.” 

Connett said bank employes dif- 
fer from other employes. They 
have access to confidential infor- 
mation and therefore do not take 
very well to union organization, 
he contended. They feel a respon- 
sibility for the confidential busi- 
ness of their customers, he added. 

Conway said the union planned 
to cite 50 instances in which it 
will allege that the bank had vio- 
lated the Wagner Act. These in- 
cluded, he said, “the sending of 
anti-union letters to employes, 
meetings with employes during 
banking hours to dissuade them 
from joining the union, the’ estab- 
lishment of a company union and 
the holding of a dinner dance at 
Hotel Statler on the night before 
the election.” 


Dinner Dance “for Veterans.” 


A group known as the Inde- 

pendent Committee of First Na- 
tional Bank Employes was estab- 
lished recently. Connett said the 
dinner dance was given in honor 
ef returning veterans. 

Union officers said bank em- 
ployes over the country were 
watching the First National Bank 
election before going ahead with 
their own election plans. They 
considered the outcome a blow to 
the union, , but added the Bank 
Employes Guild would continue 
its efforts to organize the First 
National's employes. Edward F. 
Holstein, president of the guild, 
elaborated this assertion by say- 
ing his group would “continue its 
efforts in behalf of all bank em- 
ployes in the city of St. Louis.“ 


Barker McAlpin, field examiner 
for the NLRB, said there were 
769 employes eligible to vote in 

the election. Six ballots were void 

and one was challenged. 

Literature distributed by the 
bank prior to the election de- 
, mounced Lewis Merrill, of New 
York, president of the union; Jo- 
' geph H. Levy, also of New York, 
vice president of the union, and 
Conway. Union officers said state- 
ments in the literature might be 
made the basis for a libel suit. 
Connett said the bank made only 
statements that it knew were true 
and could prove. 

The First National Bank, whose 
statement at the close of the year 
1945 listed its resources at $524,- 
- 991,820, is the largest non-branch 
bank west of the Mississippi river. 
Included in the proposed bargain- 

unit were employes of the 
First National Safe Deposit Co., 
a wholley-owned subsidiary of the 
bank. Substantial wage increases 
were given to the employes in 
February, some of them amount- 
ing to 48% per cent of their 1941 
earnings.

torney, spoke at the meeting 
representing the St. Louis Civil 
Liberties Committee, stating that 
“we say Mr. Smith is 100 per cent 
wrong on almost every point, but 
we believe in the right of free 
speech even for those who do not 
believe in those rights and who 
abuse them.” 

Stockham was greeted by 
groans from Smith followers when 
he described Smith's record of 
spreading “intolerance among in- 
dividuals, groups, races and re- 
ligions.” 

Smith, in introducing Stockham, 
said, “We have no use for the 
Civil Liberties Committee.” 

Last night an orderly crowd, es- 
timated by Chief Mitchell at 4000 
at its peak, milled around the area 
between the Auditorium and the 
Soldiers Memorial for two hours, 
but the scheduled Smith meeting 
was not held. Seventy uniformed 
policemen and 40 plainclothes po- 
licemen were on hand to see. that, 
the chief’s orders were carried out. 

Fewer than 25 followers of 
Smith attempted to gain entrance 
to the Auditorium, but were turned 
back by police. Other small groups 
of his people hung around the Au- 
ditorium on sidewalks, occasionally 
hurling invectives at the guarding 
policemen, who made no response. 

Shortly before 8 p.m. Smith ar- 
rived, shouted at the police for a 
few minutes, got no answer, then 
demanded “physical protection.” 

Although no one was threaten- 
ing him at the time, police gently 
pushed a clear path through the 
small crowd that had gathered on 
the steps of the Auditorium 60 
that Smith could walk unhindered 
to his waiting taxicab. The vast 
majority of the crowd seemed un- 
aware of Smith’s presence. 

Pamphlets and broadsides were 
distributed freely by various 
groups, including Smith’s follow- 
ers, the rival veterans’ group and 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 
By 9 p.m. the crowd, many if not 
most of whom were curious but 
disinterested, had become bored 
a i wandered off. For the pre- 
ceding two hours, however, ice 
cream vendors had done a brisk 
business. 

When he was shouting to police- 
men guarding Kiel Auditorium last 
night, as on other public occasions, 
Smith blamed all his troubles on 
a “Communist plot.” He used the 
familiar techniques of attempting 
to make his “cause” appear to be 
the cause of patriotism and 
Christianity, directed against vari- 
ous unspecific dangers associated 
with “Communists,” “foreigners” 
and “Jews.” Smith was particu- 
larly insistent on his “constitu- 
tional rights.” 

Although neither Chief Mitchell 
nor his policemen answered Smith, 
Mitchell takes the view that he 
is not concerned with the content 
of Smith’s talks nor the subjects 
discussed at his meetings. Chief 
Mitchell believes it is his job to 
maintain law and order, and when 
he regards Smith’s activities as 
inflammatory they cannot be al- 
lowed. 

Smith calls himself the national 
director of the America First 
Party «x4 his lieutenants all have 
titles in various organizations as- 
sociated with Smith’s influence. 
Chiefly in evidence among his 
lieutenants last night was Don A. 
Lohbeck, a former St. Louisan, 
now listed by Smith as associate 
editor of Smith’s publication in 
Detroit, “The Cross and the Flag.” 
Lohbeck in 1944 was directed by 
his draft board to report to a 
conscientious objector’s camp near 
Elmira, N. Y., and his presence 
last night drew cries of “draft 
dodger” from the crowd. 

In a publicity handout, Smith 
claimed that his “key men and 
women” included members of a 
large number of St. Louis organi- 
zatlons, such as the American 
Legion and various religious 
groups. A check by the. Post-Dis- 
patch showed that none of these 
organizations had authorized the 
use of their names in connection 
with Smith’s activities or had been 
‘consulted by him. 

e State Americanism Com- 
mission of the American Legion 
was among the groups signing an 
advertisement which was pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, protesting against the use 
of city property by Smith “or any 
other hate-mongers.” The adver- 
tisement quoted the late Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes’ view that 
freedom of speech does not give 
one the license to yell “Fire” in a 
crowded theater. 

Lohbeck today declared he in- 
tended to file a suit against the 
organizations which sponsored the 
advertisement appearing in the 


Post-Dispatch. 


CANTALOUPE PRICE 
CEILING IS INCREASED 


OPA Also*Announces Lifting 
of Controls on Many 
Household Items. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
Prices housewives pay for canta- 
loupes and honey ball melons are 
going up about one cent a pound. 
Announcing this today, OPA said 
the reason is an average increase 
of 42% cents a standard crate to 
compensate growers for higher 
costs, This increase in shipping 
point ceilings is effective immedi- 
ately. Retail prices go up tomor- 
row. 

OPA yesterday authorized an 
immediate increase of 50 cents a 


hundred pounds in ceiling prices 
for white and yellow corn milling 
products. The increase, granted to 
offset a price hike for corn, ap- 
plies to such products as corn- 
meal, corn flour, corn grits, and 
brewers’ grits. 

OPA said that in some cases 
retail prices for cornmeal and 
hominy grits in small packages 
will be increased about one cent 
a pound, | 

Beginning today price ceilings 
no longer apply to Ollas, those 
large vases with sand for dispos- 
ing of cigarette butts. The OPA 
announced that it also is stripping 
price controlg from electric curl- 
ing irons, hair - straightening 
combs, perfume atomizers, cock- 
tail mixers and these others items: 

Metal aiticles sold for household 
decoration only; ironing board 
pads and covers; door mats; rub- 
ber, composition and fabric stair 
treads; hand looms; baby swings; 
baby seats and beds designed for 
use in automobiles, sun dials; ab- 
sorbent cases for protection of 
fragile liquid containers during 
transportation, and laundry and 
dry cleaning identification tags. 

OPA also announced suspension 
of price control on long-haired 
furs—gray fox, North American 
opossum, raccoon, skunk and 
wolf—effective today. It removed 
price ceilings on skins and leath- 
er of alligator, crocodile and os- 
trich and certain items made 
8 these materials. 

PA also announced today re- 
moval of price ceilings on sev- 
eral other comparatively minor 
commodities, mostly food items, 
including grated cheese, canned 
and frozen pumpkin and squash, 
canned broccoli, brussel sprouts 
and cauliflower, imported and do- 
mestic citron, canned celery and 
celery juice. Frozen carrots, im- 
ported canned carrots, frozen ok- 
ra, frozen peppers and tampala, 
artificially colored seedless grapes 
sold as food garnishes, pepper 
sauce and chile sauce made from 
dried chile peppers, frozen pies, 
pastries, and other frozen baked 
goods, calcium carbonate for feed- 
ing purposes, fur cleaner pro- 
cessed from corn oil meal, and 
canned vegetable greens other 
than spinach. :

TIPS TO BUTCHERS 
FOR MEAT UNDER 
INQUIRY BY OPA 


A widespread practice of tip- 
ping butchers to obtain meat has 
been under investigation by Office 
of Price Administration agents 


for several weeks, L. B. Thompson, 
retail commodities enforcement 
supervisor, told the Post-Dispatch 
today. 

The practice, by adding to the 
cost of meat, violates ceiling 
prices, Thompson said, besides 
being a discrimination against 
other customers. 

The tips, running as high as 
50 cents, are surreptitiously made 
to individual butchers without the 
knowledge of the owner or man- 
ager, in most cases, Thompson 
said. The butcher then retires to 
the cooling room and brings back 
a wrapped package for the waiting 
customer. The practice was broken 
up by the manager at one large 
downtown establishment when he 
threatened to fire the next man 
— accepting a tip, Thompson 
said. 

In some Cases, he said, butch- 
ers are receiving tips outside the 
shop. In such instances the trans- 
action is preceded by a quiet ex- 
planation on the part of the cus- 
tomer that “so-and-so sent me,” 
the butcher collecting the tip 
later. While small shops may be 
justified in setting aside orders 
for long-established customers, he 
said, there is no justification for 
the practice of accepting gratui- 
ties for the service, 

No prosecutions have been 
started yet, he explained, because 
of the difficulty of getting cus- 
tomer co-operation. He recalled 
one instance of such a transaction 
witnessed by an OPA investigator. 
The customer explained glibly 
that he was simply paying back an 
amount by which he had been 
undercharged on a previous pur- 
chase,

For Profit of Germany. 

The prosecution cited the fol- 
lowing letter written by Sauckel 
to Rosenberg in April 1942: “The 
aim of this new gigantic labor 
demobilization is to use all the 
rich and tremendous resources— 
conquered and secured for us by 
our fighting forces under the 
leadership of Adolf Hitler — for 
the armament of the Wehrmacht 
and the nutyition of the home- 
land. The raw materials, fertility 
and human fabor power of the 


the care and treatment of the en- 


conquered territories are to be 
used completely and conscientious- 
ly for the profit of Germany and 
its allies.” 


This alleged Simon Legree with 
a whole continent for his Uncle 
Tom bases his defense on several 
decrees in which Sauckel is pur- 
ported to have issued instructions 
for the humane treatment of his 
multitudes of forced workers, male 
and female.

Small Says Output Is at 
Peacetime Peak, Con- 
sumers Want T o o 


Much Too Soon.“ 


CHICAGO, May 29 (AP) — John 
D. Small, Civilian Production Ad- 
ministrator, declared yesterday 
shortages in consumers' goods can 
not be attributed to hoarding by 
manufacturers.

FRENCH A PROBLEM FOR U.N. 


Spokesman Says Lie 


Will Not Put Case 


Before Security Council, but Points 
Out Any Member May Do So. 


* 

NEW YORK, May 29 (AP)—A 
8 for Trygve Lie, United 
Nations secretary general, said to- 
day Lie would not put before the 
U.N. Securtiy Council a Siamese 
complaint that French soldiers 
have seized Siamese territory in 
“unjustified aggression.” 

Siam is not a member of the 
U.N. The spokesman pointed out 
that the case could be brought up 
by any member of the Security 
Council who desired to do so but 
there had been no word from any 
Council member that such action 
‘would be taken. 

It was recalled, however, that a 
British Foreign Office spokesman 
said in London yesterday that 
Britain would support Siam in 
placing the border dispute before 
the Security Council. 

In Washington a State Depart- 
ment spokesman said the United 
States would support U.N. con- 
sideration of any charges filed by 
Siam. | 

The spokesman for Lie ex- 
plained that the Siamese telegram 
called attention to French “at- 
tacks” and asked Lie’s “sympa- 
thy, assistance and co-operation” 
but did not invoke the United Na- 
tions charter. Therefore, he went 
on, Lie did not regard the letter 
as officially asking the Council to 
take action. 

Comment from delegates to the 
Council was reserved by their 
staffs were studying the problem 
of procedure involved. 


The Siamese complaint accused 
French troops of crossing the 
Mekong river on May 24, 25 and 
26 and “forcibly seizing Siamese 
territory which they continue to 
hold.” | 

The Siamese cablegram said no 
resistance had been offered to the 
French and that the incidents 
seriously affected rice production 
for famine-stricken areas. 

Although the reported attacks 


were not pin-pointed in the Sia- 
mese complaint, they apparently 
were located some 300 miles 
northeast of Bangkok along the 
border of Laos colony, where 
press dispatches have reported 
hostilities under way. 

A small part of Laos and 25,000 
square kilometers of the King- 
dom of Cambodia — both in the 
French Indochina union — were 
signed away to Siam in 1941 by 
the Vichyite colonial government 
of Adm. Jean Decoux. High Com- 
missioner Adm. Georges Thierry 
d’Argenlieu, in Saigon, has nego- 
tiated unsuccessfully with the Sia- 
mese since last autumn for the re- 
turn of the parts of Cambodia and 
Laos which Vichy gave away as a 
sop to the Japanese, with whom 
Siam then was allied. Siam has 
contented the territory was right- 
fully hers—a position complicated 
by the fact the area has changed 
hands many times over the years.

TRUMAN POPULARITY 
DROP SHOWN IN POLL 


30 Pct. Since January, Ac- 
cording to Survey Taken 
Last Saturday. 


NEW YORK, May 29 (UP)— 
President Truman's popularity 
among the American people has 
dropped 30 per cent since January, 
a survey of public opinion by For- 
tune Magazine shows. The poll 
was taken before Truman pro- 
posed the emergency labor bill 
last Saturday, 

The survey also showed, how- 
ever, that if a presidential elec- 
tion were run off now, Truman 
could put up a very close fight 
against either Harold Stassen or 
Thomas Dewey. 


The percentage of Americans 
who consider the President's 
handling of the nation’s problems 
“excellent” or “good” fell from 82 
to 52 in five months, according 
to the survey. 


“The President’s loss of prestige 
is even greater when based on 


ratings of specific portions of his 
task,” Fortune said 

In response to a request for 
opinion on Truman’s handling of 
foreign relations, 54 per cent of 
those questioned thought it was 
“only fair” or “poor.” In Decem- 
ber 1945, 75.6 per cent of those 
polled thought the President was 
doing a “good to excellent” job in 
foreign relations. 

A similar switch of opinion was 
revealed in questions on the Presi- 
dent’s relations with Congress and 
his handling of domestic. problems. 

An immediate election with 
Truman pitted against either Stas- 
sen or Dewey showed the follow- 
ing answers: Truman against 
Dewey—Truman 40.6 per cent; 
Dewey 40.7 per cent; undecided 
18.7 per cent. Truman against 
Stassen—Truman 34.7 per cent; 
Stassen 37.4 per cent; undecided 
27.9 per cent. 

Fortune said the survey re- 
vealed that Republicans still are 
a minority party. It found that 
43.1 per cent of the people 
“usually think of themselves as 
Democrats,” 34.2 per cent as Re- 
publicans, 5.4 per cent as “inde- 
pendents” and 10 per cent as 
“sometimes one, sometimes. the 
other.”

Approved Plan for 25-Year Pact 


Reads Minutes of 3 International Conferences 
to Refute Soviet Minister’s Contentions—

WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP).

A* Secretary of State Byrnes’s blunt denial of Foreign Minister 
Molotov’s charges against him and the United States. 
That denial, laid down with painstaking care by the Secretary 


late yesterday, raised a prime que 


stion here: What will be its effect 


on Russian-American relations and on chances for early peace in 


Europe. 

Molotov had contended Monday 
that, at the recent Paris meeting 
of foreign ministers, a British- 
American bloc waged an “offen- 
sive against the Soviet Union.” 

His Main Points. 

Byrnes, at a 40-minute press 
conference, refrained from ac- 
eusing Russia directly of acting 
in bad faith. But, reading directly 
from the stenographic record of 
international conferences at Lon- 
don, Moscow, and Paris, he made 
these main points: 

There is no British-American 
“bloc” against Russia. 

Generalissimo Stalin agreed 
at Moscow last December to 
support the American plan for 
a Big Four treaty to keep Ger- 
many disarmed for 25 years. 

Molotov at Paris May 16 ac- 
knowledged that Stalin had 
agreed to the treaty idea. (Mol- 
otov denied this Monday.) 

Russia backed out of a plan 
to which Molotov had agreed 
earlier for a thorough investi- 
gation, in all feur German occu- 
pation zones, of the disarma- 
ment of the German army and 
the dismantling of war plants. 

Instead of saying flatly that 
Molotov was mistaken about 
Stalin and the 25-year treaty, 
Byrnes said only that he was 
satisfied Molotov was misquoted 
or that there had been a misun- 
derstanding. Molotov’s charges 
were contained in a full-page 
statement published in Pravda, 
official Communist newspaper. 


Reads From Minutes. | 

To refresh his memory of events 
on which Molotov based his 
charges, Byrnes said he would 
read from the actual minutes of 
three international conferences: 
The Allied council of foreign min- 
isters in London last September; 
the Moscow Big Three meeting 
in December, and the Paris con- 
ference of foreign ministers which 
ended 12 days ago. 

Byrnes read steadily for 40 min- 
utes after requesting freporters 
not to quote his remarks directly. 
Most of his reading was devoted 
to events connected with the 
American plan for the 2-year 
treaty. j 

Molotov had said Byrnes made 
a “somewhat inaccurate state- 
ment” in claiming Stalin had in- 
dorsed the treaty idea at Mos- 
cow last December. Byrnes had 
no treaty text at the time, Molo- 
tov pointed out, and hence, he 
said, the incident involved only 
an exchange of views about a 
treaty “of mutual assistance” in 
event of a resumption of German 
or Japanese war-making. : 

Chronology of Pact Idea. 

Byrnes recited the chronology 
of the treaty idea in this way: 

Sept. 20, 1945—Byrnes first pro- 
posed the idea in London. Molo- 
tov called it interesting; said he 
could not give Byrnes an immedi- 
ate official Soviet view on it, but 
would consult his government. 


Dec. 24, 1945—Byrnes suggested 
the idea to Stalin in Moscow. 
Stalin said he would “‘wholeheart- 
edly support” such a treaty if 
Byrnes proposed it. 

Feb. 14, 1946—Byrnes forwarded 
a draft of the projected treaty to 
Molotov with the reminder that 
Stalin had approved the idea in 
principle. — 

April 20, 1946 — Replying to a 
Byrnes proposal, Molotov agreed 
to discuss a treaty at the Paris 
conference, but declared the pro- 
posed draft aroused serious objec- 
tions. 

May 16, 1946 — According to 
Byrnes, Molotov, in referring to 
the treaty, acknowledged that 
Stalin had agreed in principle to 
the idea, but said there would be 
plenty of time to discuss it later 
because it could not go into effect 
until the Allies had concluded a 
peace treaty with Germany. 

Disarmament Inquiry. 

When the 25-year treaty came 
up at Paris, Molotov said he 
believed it might conflict with 
the immediate steps for complete 
disarmament of Germany which 
the four powers were pledged to 
carry out, Byrnes said. 

As a result of Molotov’s appre- 
hension, Byrnes said, he had 
asked Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay in 
Berlin to propose that the co- 
ordinating committee of the Al- 
lied Control Council carry out a 
thorough inspection of the state 
of disarmament throughout Ger- 
many. 

On the last day of the Paris 
meeting, Byrnes said, Molotov 
told him Russia would support the 
Clay proposal, When it came up 
in the Berlin council, however, 
the United States, Britain and 
France favored an investigation 
not only of German troops, but of 
war plants as well. Russia balked 
at including war plants, Byrnes 
asserted. 

Yesterday an American press 
relations officer in Berlin an- 
nounced that the Allied Control 
Council's co-ordinating commit- 
tee had failed to agree on the 
proposal for an investigation of 
disarmament progress and that 
the American plan had been tak- 
en off the agenda. 


| BYRNES TELLS CONGRESS 
U.S. IS GOING TO WORK 
FOR REGULATION OF ARMS 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP) 

ECRETARY OF STATE 
8 BYRNES told Congress to- 

day that the United States 
is going to work for regulation 
of arms among the nations of 
the world. He enunciated this 
policy in testimony before the 
— foreign affairs commit 
ee. 

We desire to see the world 
free from the fears and bur- 
dens which unnecessarily large 
armed forces would impose on 
the peoples of the world,” 
Byrnes declared. He said de- 
tails had not been worked out. 

Byrnes indorsed a broad pro- 
gram of “military co-operation” 
with other American nations 
provided in a bill proposed May 
6 by. President Truman. It 
would permit transfer of arms 
to the other American repub- 
lics. Byrnes said the program 


“would not stimulate an arms 
race.” 


swers to other charges made by 
Molotov: 

The United States does not 
oppose reasonable Russian 
reparations from Italy, but, as 
President Truman declared at 
Potsdam, this country will not 
finance such reparations. 

The United States has been 
pledged since the London con- 
ference in September to the 
idea of United Nations trustee- 
ships under neutral administra- 
tors for the foreign Italian 
colonies and, under such a sys- 
tem, Russia would have the 
same interests in those colonies 
as the other Allied governments. 

American willingness to dis- 
cuss the issues which currently 
divide the big powers at a gen- 
eral peace conference, or in the 
United Nations General As- 
sembly, cannot be interpreted as 
an effort to impose our will on 
any nation, as Molotov charged. 
On the conttary, the United 
States is willing to submit world 

roblems to world opinion—we 
ive and want to live in one 
world, 

American proposals for mili- 
tary bases in Iceland were made 
solely to strengthen the security 
of the United States and to re- 
inforce the security system of 
the United Nations, and not be- 
cause of any American desire 
for expansion. In fact, Byrnes 
said, copies of the proposals for 
the bases were sent to the Rus- 
sian and British governments 
before they were delivered to 
the Government of Iceland. 

It is true that the Allied oc- 
cupation of Italy has constituted 
a heavy burden on that country, 
but these costs have been large- 
ly offset by direct and indirect 
Allied assistance to the Italian 
people which totals nearly one 
billion dollars. 

In an obvious reference to the 
continued Soviet occupation of 
the Balkan countries, Byrnes 
mentioned that the United States 
had sent, $140,000,000 to Italy to 
take care of the pay of American 
troops there. He knew of no 
other Allied country which had 
taken such a generous step to- 
ward a former enemy nation, 
Byrnes said. . 

In addition to answering Molo- 
tov's charges, Byrnes denied pub- 
lished reports that he had re- 
ceived a recent message from 
Stalin proposing a Soviet-Ameri- 
can treaty of friendship. 

He said, however, that in recent 
diplomatic exchanges between the 
two countries on the prospect of 
negotiatfons for a Russian loan 
here, the possibility of concluding 
what generally is known as “a 
treaty of friendship, commerce 
and navigation” have been men- 
tioned, 

This is a standard diplomatic 
pact relating principally to the 
use of harbors, he‘ added. 

Byrnes also declared that no 
American planes or personnel are 
or have been taking part in the 
Chinese civil war in Manchuria, 

Byrnes ended his press confer- 
ence by emphasizing his hope that 
the Big Four foreign ministers 
will be able to iron out their dif- 
ferences when they meet again in 
Paris June 15. At that time, he 
said, he hoped the ministers could 
get on with the business of writ- 
ing European peace treaties.

Justice Douglas, speaking on a 


special broadcast on atomic en- 
ergy over the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, asserted “There 
can be no absolute guarantee that 
peace will be maintained as long 
as any nation has the sovereign 
right to decide questions of war 
and peace itself.” 


Wallace said “Every leader of 
public opinion who has taken the 
trouble to think this thing through 
logically has come to the same 
conclusion.” 


The program, originating in the 
Library of Congress, was devoted 
to a discussion of “The Method 
and the Cost of Survival in the 
Atomic Age.” 


Other speakers included Senator 
McMahon (Dem.), Connecticut, 
Chairman of the Senate Atomic 
Committee; Representative Voor- 
his (Dem.), California; Gen. George 
C. Kenney of the Army Air Forces; 
Archibald Macleish, American del- 
egate to the United Nations; Dr. 
Albert Einstein of Princeton, .Dr. 
Harold C. Urey, Nobel prize win- 
ner and atomic scientist from 
the University of Chicago; Joseph 
E. Davies, former ambassador to 
the Soviet Union; Harold L. Ickes, 
former Secretary of the Interior, 
und Harold E. Stassen, former 
governor of Minnesota. 


Kenney emphasized that “there 
just isn’t any adequate defense 
against’ atomic attack,” adding: 


“At this moment, there is no 
way of tracking down an atomic 
rocket traveling through the strat- 
osphere and exploding it. What's 
more, there’s disagreement among 
scientists as to whether or not it 
can ever be done.” 


Dr. Urey said: “There is no secret 
that we can keep for more than 
a few years. All we have exclu- 
sively now are certain manufac- 
turing processes and methods for 
making the bomb; and it is gen- 
erally agreed that it is only a mat- 
ter of years, probably about five, 
or perhaps no more than two or 
three, before other nations dis- 
cover these.” 

Davies was asked about the 
argument that Russia will “never 
agree to any system of control and 
that even if she does, it will only 
be a stall until she gets good and 
ready to attack us.” 

“I believe history will record 
that Russia is as anxious to pre- 
vent war as we are,” Davies said» 
“The Russian attitude in the 
United Nations is based on the 
fear that the western world is 
ganging up on them.” 

Stassen suggested that “the con- 
cept of absolute nationalistic sov- 
ereignty no longer serves the peo- 
ple of this world. The time has 
come when the people must dele- 
gate a portion of their sovereignty 
to a new and higher level of au-

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

That was ah excellent and timely edi- 
torial, “As the Bomb Ticks Away.” As 
you say, there has been “precious little 
discussion of it (the Acheson report) by 
leadership,” except from the atomic 
scientists themselves, who have been 
frantically trying to warn us against the 
next war in which atomic bombs will 
undoubtedly be used against us, warning 
us that the bomb is an aggressive weap- 
on against which there is no defense. 
Some of the greatest, of the scientists, 
notably Einstein and Urey, go so far as 
to tell us that unless we have a world 
government to control the bomb, civili- 
zation as we know it is doomed.

Only four outstanding busi- 
ness men, Robert M. Gaylord, chairman 
of the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers; W. 
T. Holliday, president of the Standard 
Oi] Co. of Ohio; Owen D. Young, former 
chairman of the board of General Elec- 
tric Co., and Beardsley Ruml, chairman 
of the board of Macy’s, have publicly ex- 
pressed concern.

The first three signed the “Appeal to 
the Peoples of the World” for a world 
government to stop war, issued at the 
Rollins College Conference in March. Of 
the Acheson report, which you call the 
“one brilliant ray of light,” Mr. Holliday 
said in a speech in Chicago on April 26 
before the Convention of World Federal- 
ists, U. S. A., Inc., “The Acheson Report 
on world-wide control of atomic energy 
is a praiseworthy effort, and under a 
federal world government could be ef- 
feetive, but under a mere league of sov- 
ereign states like the United Nations, it 
is nothing more than an international 
cartel.”

The Right to Speak 


Since when has a St. Louis police chief ar- 
rogated to himself the right to say who shall and 
who shall not exercise the right of free speech 
in the City of St. Louis? The police take an 
oath to uphold the Constitution and the laws. 
They have no judicial power to construe and 
interpret them. They have no business saying 
when the laws shall be fulfilled and when they 
shall not. 

Chief Mitchell says he was acting on his own 
initiative in refusing to permit a certain blath- 
erskite to speak at Kiel Auditorium last night. 
His excuse was that he was afraid that to hold 
the meeting would bring about violence. Surely, 
it has not come to pass that the St. Louis police 
force is not big enough and courageous enough 
to deal with threatened violence. That’s what 

it is paid for and that is what it does every day 

in the year. Chief Mitchell made the astonish- 
ing statement that he did “not feel that it is 
proper for me to stand by, tied up by legal opin- 
ions and decisions...” Here is an outright ad- 
mission that he flouted the law. 

St. Louis is famed for its tolerance, but that 
reputation has been sullied by last night’s per- 
formance. The fact is that the speaker had hired 
Kiel Auditorium and that the City Law Depart- 
ment had ruled that he had a legal right to do 
so, It is an ironic commentary on the whole 
affair that on the stone of the Auditorium is 
graven this fine statement by the great Carl 
Schurz: 

Democratic government will be more suc- 
cessful the more the public opinion ruling 

it is enlightened and inspired by full and 

thorough discussion. The greatest danger 

threatening democratic institutions comes 
from those influences which tend to stifle 
or demoralize discussion, 

The action of Chief Mitchell has permitted 
a notorious agitator to throw that statement 
back at St. Louis and correctly to indict this 
city for violation of Article I of the Bill of Rights. 
That is most unfortunate. Chief Mitchell and 
other city officials permitted themselves to be 
bluffed and pressured into fracturing a precious 
American right. They permitted a movement 
fostered by local Communists, a misguided group 
of veterans and others to frighten them into 
this action. 

This newspaper defended the right of Com- 
munists to speak in St. Louis during the de- 
pression of the early 30s, when they mounted 
soap boxes to agitate against Government policy. 
The St. Louis police, under another chief than 
Mitchell, also defended their right to speak. The 
net effect of Mitchell’s performance has been 
to put the blatherskite’s name on Page 1 of the 
newspapers. When he spoke here before—and 
he has done so several times—he addressed only 
a handful of his miserable followers. Last night 
he had an audience of thousands as he spoke 


‘briefly from the steps of the auditorium. 


This newspaper despises this man and loathes 
the things he stands for, but it believes that the 
sacred right of free speech should be upheld for 
him, for the Communists, for the Socialists, for 
the anti-vivisectionists, for the prohibitionists, 
for Jehovah’s Witnesses and for any sect, creed 
or group, no matter how unpopular it is.

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Silly Season in Louisville 


Louisville’s campaign to banish smoke, in 
emulation of St. Louis, is producing objections 
that seem even sillier than those the do- 
nothings raised against doing anything here. A 
choice collection of objections, from the pen of 
Henry V. Heuser, originally printed in the 
Louisville Engineer and Scientist, is reprinted 
in the Louisville Times, 

Mr. Heuser says smoke could not be elimi- 
nated from Louisville in a year’s time without 
great cost. It was eliminated from St. Louis in 
a year’s time without great cost. Mr. Heuser 
says soft coal for hand firing was banned in St. 
Louis. It wasn’t. The St. Louis anti-smoke 
ordinance permits soft coal for hand firing— 
provided it does not have more than the allow- 
able volatile content—and a large part of the 
smokeless coal burned here is soft coal. Mr. 
Heuser says St. Louis was “upset” by the smoke 
ordinance. On the contrary, St. Louis was upset 
by the smoke. It isn’t upsetting to get cleaned 
up when you're dirty. It’s stimulating. 

The way to get rid of smoke is to abolish the 
use of smoky coal for hand firing. And the way 
to do that is to clear away the misinformation 
and ignore the counsels of the do-nothings. The 
job is then not too hard for any community with 
enough courage and determination to quit 
poisoning its people. St. Louis found it so. So 
will Louisville.

This newspaper recently pointed out that pro- 
fessional “planners” too often expect to be ac- 
cepted on their own representations instead of 
going to the mat for their convictions.

Joseph Saputo, chairman of the Board of Al- 
dermen zoning committee, suggested that the 
commission send a representative to his com- 
mittee’s public hearings.

Robert B. Brooks 
observed that the commission would just as 
well express its views in writing. And Com- 
mission Engineer Harland Bartholomew said that 
anyone the commission sent would probably be

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Silver Larceny or Else 

Silver once sold freely for industrial use at 
about 35 cents an ounce. Under a foolish law 
in force since 1934, however, the Government 
has bought the metal until the price is at 71.11 
cents. Today, unfortunately, even that does 
not satisfy the silver bloc Senators, who demand 
an immediate increase to 90 cents with a prom- 
ise of $1.29 after two years. Unless they win 
that, they intend to make it sure that the Gov- 
ernment will sell none of its 225-million-ounce 
hoard to industry. 

The House rightly balked at such legalized 
larceny. In the Senate, however, the bloc has 
so far prevented a vote to concur in the House 
bill which permits sales at 71.11 cents, While 
the stalemate continues, stocks of silverware, 
already lower than at any time during the war, 
fall still lower. Worse, important industries 
face early shut-down—certain dental com- 
pounds and pharmaceuticals, for example, air- 
craft bearings and, surely most important of 
all, photographic materials. 

Shall the giant motion picture industry and 
every other kind of photography be jeopardized 
because a few greedy mining companies control 
a few Western Senators? Must silver be out- 
rageously inflated at $1.29 or sold not at all? 

The silver bloc has contrived that impossible 
choice. It will be hard to break this extortion- 
ate dilemma, too, because the silver Senators 
work in cahoots with the farm bloc, which 
seeks simultaneously to run up thé prices of 
cotton and other commodities. It could be 
broken, in fact, only by a strong popular pres- 
sure on the larger group of “neutral” Senators 
who are now letting the matter coast along to 
avoid unpleasantness. 

There is good point, then, to a published ap- 
peal from six St. Louis jewelers this week, 
asking citizens of this community to spur up 
their own Senators. We hope it will receive 
the excellent response which it so plainly de- 
serves, 


What Ferd Gottlieb Stood For 

A selection of editorials by Ferd Gottlieb is 
reprinted today in the Mirror of Public Opinion, 
a department of this newspaper which he had 
long edited. 

Mr. Gottlieb was an editorial writer on the 
Post-Dispatch for 17 years up to his death Mon- 
day. His driving impulse was a need to see 
justice done. His sense of justice was keen. 
There could hardly have been an object of per- 
secution or neglect that he did not speak out for, 
He championed the school children whose edu- 
cation was skimped by the playing of politics; 
the people who went without sufficient medical 
care for lack of money; the minorities every- 
where that were persecuted, the believers in 
political doctrines that were the prey of witch- 
hunters, 

His sympathies were rich and warm. In his 
own person he was self-effacing, patient, with 
an infinite capacity for kindness. He took more 
pride in the work of his associates than in his 
own. 

In his journalistic person he was aggressive 
and eloquent. He wrote with disciplined con- 
trol of the fire he felt, and with a passion for 
the facts. 

His capacity for work was prodigious. He set 
himself the task of making the editorial page of 
the Post-Dispatch technically perfect, and it was 
an ideal which he never relinquished or in any 
way modified. He was a master of newspaper 
techniques; it was as true of his copy-reading 
and proof-reading and reporting as of his edi- 
torial writing and editing. 

But most of all he was able to do what he 
did on the editorial page of this newspaper be- 
cause the Pulitzer platform that stands at its 
masthead had been his mind and heart and soul 
since he could remember. The things the Post- 
Dispatch lives by were the things he lived by. 
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Choice for President Roxas 

The program for the Philippines set forth in 
President Roxas’s inaugural address could bring 
peace and reconstruction to the ravaged islands. 
Yet, like the machine guns which ringed the 
President in Manila yesterday, there is an omen 
of violence in what Mr. Roxas said. 

The new President. threatens to stamp out 
“lawlessness.” There is no doubt of what he 
He means the Hukbalahap 
guerrilla organization in Central Luzon, These 
peasants captured their arms from the Japanese, 
and they have fought attempts to suppress them 
ever since. In the last few weeks, 33 persons 
have been killed in clashes in Luzon. 

Sometimes the Huks are called Communists, 
sometimes bandits. But whatever they are called, 
what they want is clear enough. They want 
land, and an end to the feudal system which 
allows a tenant farmer less than 50 per cent 
of his crops. And this is no new condition. Fif- 
teen years ago, the late Governor-General John 
C, Early said, “Take aWay a man’s land and 
he is desperate. The whole of Central Luzon 
is ready for an uprising.” 

President Roxas could dig out the root of the 
trouble with his proposal for a new farm tenancy 
law. This would allow the Government to pur- 
chase and resell land to the people, ending serf- 
dom. But if he first unleashes his constabulary 
against the Huks, the result will be a small civil 
war even before the new Philippine Republic is 
born. 

The responsibility and the choice are with the 
new Filipino President. Which will he stamp 
out first: Lawlessness, or its cause? 
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The Supreme Court allows indemnity to prop- 
erty owners whose repose is disturbed by air 
traffic of nearby landing fields. This decision 
will interest a few million ex-service men whose 
only lullaby for months running was the drone 
of low-flying bombers, fighters and military car- 
go planes.

Lest We Forget 


Far-called, our navies melt away 

On dune and headland sinks the fire 
Lo, all our pomp of yesterday 

Is one with Nineveh and Tyre! 

Judge of the Nations, spare us yet, 

Lest we forget, lest we forget! 

Thus wrote Kipling, arch-apostle of Brit- 
ish imperialism, in a soul-searching mo- 
ment at a time when the Empire’s areas 
on the world map had reached a high tide 
in extent and power. His Recessional“ 
was designed to shake the British people 
out of complacency, and its surging stanzas 
endure as a warning to all the nations 
against false pride, against glorying in 


temporal strength, against departure from 


the truths that are fundamental for na- 
tional survival, 

Now as perhaps never before, America 
and the world need a strong voice and a 
vigorous leadership to sound the insistent 
warning cry, “Lest we forget.” For the 
tragic truth is that the world is slipping 
back to its disastrous old ways, and Amer- 
ica shows distressing signs of forgetting 
its duties, forgetting its obligations, for- 
getting the lessons of the past. 


* * * 


Much of the past is so relatively recent 
and of such deadly import that forgetting 
it would seem to justify the epigram of a 
cynical historian: “Men learn from history 
only that men learn nothing from history.” 

Is the lesson that peace cannot endure 
without full and honest co-operation among 
the nations to be so soon forgotten? Are 
we to forget the costly lesson that defeated 
enemies return to mighty and destructive 
power unless the roots of their militarism 
and its ideology are permanently killed? 
Can we forget that spheres of influence 
and balances of power and military alli- 
ances are not preventers but makers of 
war; that imperialism and jealous nation- 
alism are a menace to peace? 

Yet today we see nation intriguing 
against nation, even before mankind’s 
“second chance,” the peace organization of 
the United Nations, has had time to do 
more than begin its functioning. States- 
men begin to carve up the world again, 
and heated nationalists fiercely assert their 
claims to bits of territory—in a day when 
the atomic bomb has made borders and 
security zones of less worth than ever 
before in history. Mighty nations apply 
pressure on weaker neighbors, prolong the 
occupation of smaller allies, move with 
laggard steps, if at all, to satisfy their 
dependencies’ longing for independence, 


* * * 


“Bring the boys back home” was the 
wheedling cry after the last war that pre- 
maturely ended the occupation of Ger- 
many, and gave its impenitent militarists 
their chance to re-arm, then plunge the 
world into war again. Today our duty 
of policing and re-education in both Ger- 
many and Japan is handicapped by the 
hasty demobilization of our forces and the 
failure to send replacements. Despite the 
warnings of military men and policy offi- 
cials, Congress quibbles and wrangles on 
draft extension. 

It flirts with the enticing idea of remov- 
ing or mutilating price controls, forgetful 
of the boom and bust that followed their 
withdrawal after World War I. While the 
war was on, Congressmen joined the na- 
tional chorus of “Nothing is too good for 
our fighting men,” but now they forget, for 
the returning soldier Can find no roof to 
shelter his family, or sufficient clothing 
for his own resumption of civilian life. 

It is not in Congress alone that com- 
placency and cynicism order the day. The 
public is caught by speculative fever. Too 
many yawn when food conservation is 


' 


urged so that some of our plenty may feed 
the starving millions abroad, Business 
and labor irresponsibility grows in de- 
mands for unrestricted price rises and 
wage increases, All the follies of the 1920s, 
springing as before from war-weariness 
and the longing for soft, easy-money living, 
are being repeated. 

How can these follies be tolerated unless 
men and women, all the way from the 
White House down to Main Street, have 
forgotten that the consequences were eco- 
nomic collapse, world depression and 
global war? 

Where is the voice of leadership that will 
remind America and the world of their 
recent tragic cycles, and make the echoes 
resound with the warning words, “Lest we 
forget”? 

If the victims of the dismal 308 are now 
forgotten, at least the graves of our war 
dead are still fresh. Would it be so hard 
a task to refresh the memories of those 
who seem all too ready to forget why these 
had to give their lives, and for what lofty 
aims they went to death?

Twenty Fallen Caesars 


As the historic trial at Nuernberg at last 
opened yesterday, one aspect noted by vir- 
tually every correspondent was the con- 
trast between the 20 defendants’ former 
grandeur and their present status as pris- 
oners, stripped of power and panoply, men 
on trial for their lives for the most sordid 
and most colossal of crimes. 

These men were the chief henchmen of 
Adolf Hitler, the central figures of his 
Third Reich. Once their will was law over 
most of Europe; their speeches brought 
thunderous cries of “Sieg Heil!” from 
packed multitudes; they lived in the most 
extravagant luxury. Now, as described by 
the writers on the scene, they are glum 
figures who sit dejectedly in the courtroom, 
the civilians in rag-bag clothing, the mil- 
itary men in uniforms without insignia or 
decorations, 

Goering, once commander of the Luft- 
waffe, is a shrunken figure after loss of 40 
pounds. Ribbentrop, master of diplomatic 
dazzle, appears old and spent. Hess, for- 
mer Deputy Fuehrer, sits pale and vacant- 
eyed, in real or simulated mental stupor. 
Streicher, icy-hearted Jew-baiter, is a pale 
image of his former self. Von Schirach, 
poisoner of youth, is meek and wan. And 
so on down the list. 

A fallen Caesar is always a dramatic 
figure, and 20 of them in one courtroom 
are a spectacle for history. There is the 
danger, though, that their degradation, 
their loss of power and often of health, 
may rouse involuntary sympathy that will 
stay the hand of justice. One phrase in 
the radio dispatch by Richard Stokes to 
the Post-Dispatch brings a sharp reminder 
of what these men actually are—“ the most 
formidable menagerie of monsters of all 
time.” 

They may seem unfortunates in the 


courtroom. But something for the fudges 
and the eyewitnesses and readers across 
the seas to remember is that these men, 
and the gigantic forces they once mar- 
shalled, came within an eyelash of winning 
world dominance, and are accused of 
ghastly crimes almost beyond the power 
of imagination.

Tornado State It Is 


Again it’s denied that there ig any valid 
reason to call Kansas the Tornado State, 
but it’s no use, neighbor. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Jake Mohler has the stormy- 
weather and property-damage statistics 
right on his desk to prove the nickname is 
a low and vicious slander, as many elo- 
quent Jayhawkers have protested before 
him, Yet Tornado State it will inexorably 
remain until the last wheatfield gives way 
to oil derricks and the last Kansas steer 
winds slowly oer the lea. 

It isn’t just wind velocity that makes the 
detested sobriquet cling to the Sunflower 
State; it’s the general cyclonic tempo of 
life in that Midwestern parallelogram. For

brac all in one piece. It didn’t breed voting 
Populists alone, but the Mary Elizabeth 
Lease variety, who bade the farmers 
“Raise less corn and more hell.” The same 
goes on to this day—Kansas doesn’t stop 
with battalions and regiments of GIs, but 
goes on to give America and the Allies the 
one, only and invincible Eisenhower. 

Could a high-stepping, fast-moving, super- 
charged commonwealth like that be fitting- 
ly called the Zephyr State, or Breezy 
Kansas, or Old Doldrums? It’s the Tor- 
nado State, now and forevermore; not for 
its gales (which are, of course, infrequent), 
but for its inborn zip.

Procrastination in Palestine 


N describing the decision of the U. S. and British Governments to 
consult further with the Jews and the Arabs in the Near East 
before accepting (or rejecting) the unanimous report of the Anglo- 
American Commission of Inquiry on Palestine, it is hard to avoid the 


adjective “contemptible.” 


This looks like just another at- 
tempt to double-cross the Jews. 
Behind it peeps the determination 
not to accept the commission’s 
recommendations, regardless of 
who suffers. 

For the two Governments to ad- 
mit this at once might have un- 
pleasant consequences. Everybody 
knows that the European Jews 
spared by Hitler are utterly mis- 
erable. A hundred thousand are 
still enjoying concentration camps 
in Germany—a plague to them- 
selves, to the occupying armies 
and to everybody else. 

Jews are still being murdered 
in Poland. European Jews else- 
where are determined to leave the 
scenes of their tragedy. Palestine 
is the only place they can go. 


The Facts Were Known. 


Washington and London know 
this. They know all there is to 
know about the views of the Jews 
and the Arabs. In addition, these 
views were beautifully summar- 
ized in the commission's report. 

President Truman has twice 
publicly advocated allowing the 
hundred thousand Jewish refugees 
in Germany to leave for Palestine 
immediately. Members of the 
commission have said that in Lon- 
don they were told by the British 
Foreign Minister, Ernest Bevin, 
that if the commission brought in 
a unanimous report, it would be 
adopted. The report was unani- 
mous, 

Yet now both Governments have 

the brass to call for more consul- 
tations. The British Prime Min- 
ister puts ridiculous “conditions” 
on acceptance. The American 
State Department, while still ap- 
proving the issuance of 100,000 
certificates, explains that the re- 
port was advisory, consequently 
its recommendations are not bind- 
ing.“ 
It is further explained that 
President Truman has accepted 
the State Department’s method as 
the “most orderly way to imple- 
ment his policy.” Who got at the 
State Department? The British 
Foreign Office? 


The Purpose Is Delay. 


Obviously, the aim of this two- 
Government plot is to postpone the 
horrid moment of choice between 
reopening Palestine to the Jews 
and coldly affronting pro-Zionist 
opinion. 

To do the first would mean the 
end of British appeasement—prac- 
ticed since 1920, and of American 
appeasement—born about 1938. It 
would mean challenging the pro- 
Arab oil companies of the Middle 


East. 

For Washington, to decide to ex- 
clude further Jewish immigration 
might result in a Republican Con- 
gress at the coming American 


For London, such a decision 
taken a Labor Government 
pledged in advance to make Pales- 
tine a Jewish state might turn 
that little country into a second 
Ireland. A new massacre by Brit- 
ons would revive hostility to Brit- 
ain throughout the world. 

It might also delay or prevent 
the passage of the British loan 
through the House of Representa- 
tives or an addition to the bill. 
Suppose for instance that the loan 
were to be put into effect only 
after the hundred thousand Jews 
had actually been admitted to 
Palestine. 


Feelings of the People. 


Maybe the mothering breasts of 
the Arabian Kings would compen- 
sate Prime Minister Attlee for 
the loss of a few billions. But 
how would the British people feel 
about it? 

A number of prominent British- 
ers, seeing this danger, recently 
urged the British Government to 
carry out the commission's recom- 
mendations as “an opportunity of 
co-operation between Britain and 
the United States.” 

Why does not London see this? 
Possibly because Attlee’s colonial 
advisers still exaggerate Arab 
strength and Moslem solidarity. 
But in a recent article in the Lon- 
don New Statesman, Richard 
Crossman, a member of the 
Anglo-American Commission, 
coldly stated that British pro- 
Arabism is not so much love for 
the Arabs as “concealed anti- 
Semitism.” He warns that the next 
stage in the Arab game of black- 
mail will be a demand for the 
return of the infamous Grand 
Mufti of Jerusalem and for the 
total British withdrawal from Pal- 
estine. 


Alternative to Communism. 


Why is Washington blind? Pos- 
sibly because the State Depart- 
ment believes—as the British do 
not really believe—that the Arab 
sovereigns could open the Middle 
East to Russia, and that the dem- 
ocratic Zionists would surely do 
so. Actually, social democrats like 
the Jews in Palestine are the best 
possible defense against any en- 
croachment of Soviet ideology and 
the kind of Arab feudalism that 
the British foster is the best soil 
on which Bolshevism can grow. 
But whatever the reasons, the 
consequences are almost bound to 
be bad for the United States and 
Britain just at the moment when 
their co-operation is most needed. 
It is, of course, possible that the 
Jews can once more be bam- 
boozled into postponing their reac- 
tion until the British loan is in 
the bag and the congressional 
elections have gone safely Demo- 
cratic,

A Comparison of Our Crisis With the 1926 
British General Strike 


UST 20 years ago, Great Britain had a general strike. It proved 


to be an almost unrelieved disaster for organized labor. The 
railroad strike in this country was not intended to be a general 
strike. But if it had lasted only a short time longer, it would have 
shut down the nation’s life as England was closed down in May of 


1926. 

The parallel between the two 
situations cannot be pushed too 
far. There are marked differ- 
ences at every point. Both here 
and in Britain, however, the pub- 
lic reaction seems to have been 
strikingly similar. , 

The great middle class had not 
realized, until the shutdown came, 
what its stake was in this indus- 
trial warfare. The strife between 
labor and management had 
seemed rather remote—interesting 
and maybe important, but not di- 
rectly related to the well-being of 
the average citizen. What indus- 
trial paralysis could mean came 
as a profound shock. 


How the Tories Tried. 


Kingsley Martin, editor of the 
New Statesman and Nation, pub- 
lished an extremely interesting 
study of attitudes during and 
after the great strike in England. 
He shows how the tories, led by 
Winston Churchill, tried to scare 
the public into believing that the 
strike was led by revolutionists 
who wanted to overthrow the Con- 
stitution and the Government. 
They were not, of course, revolu- 
tionaries any more than A. F. 
Whitney and Alvanley Johnston 
mean revolution. - 

But the bulk of the news that 
got printed, in spite of the strike 
of pressmen, frightened Britain’s 
middle class. In itself, the shut- 
down was an alarming phenom- 
enon. Martin, a labor party 
socialist, comes out with an inter- 
esting conclusion: 


A Formula for Success. 


“One important fact emerges 
from this story. It is clear that 
a general strike which aims at a 
limited objective and is not revo- 
lutionary can only succeed if it 
finds active sympathy among a 
considerable section of the middle 
classes.” 

That is a fact which Johnston 
and Whitney, to say nothing of 
John L. Lewis, completely ig- 
nored. In America, middle-class 
opinion is ev more important 
than it is in England, where mid- 
die-class support was necessary to 
put a Labor Government in 
power. 

Railroad engineers may have 
a just cause of grievance. Their 
wages may have been far too low. 
But so far as I have been able 
to discover, Johnston and Whit- 
ney never tried to present that 
case to the public at large. To 
the public they looked like two 
autocratic, paunchy old men who 
Were saying no.“ And their 


“no” meant a shutdown of all es- 
sential services throughout the 
country. 

The traditional leftist labor 
answer is that the “capitalist 
press” would not print labor's 
side. That is not good enough. 
Important avenues of communi- 
cation are open in these days to 
reasonable men on any side of a 
dispute. If it came down to that, 
the engineers have a fat treasury 
and they could have adopted the 
current practice of hiring adver- 
tising space to tell their story. No 
newspaper would have dared to 
refuse them such space if that 
expedient had been necessary, 
which it was not. 


The Obsolete Unionist. 


The public was completely ig- 
nored. That is old-line unionism 
of the Gompers era. It simply is 
not good enough for these times. 
On top of this, as President Tru- 
man was careful] to point out in 
his address to Congress, Johns- 
ton and Whitney were only two 
railway brotherhood officials as 
against 18 who were willing to 
accept the arbitration award. 


In Britain, after middle-class 
opinion was frightened or alien- 
ated, organized labor suffered bit- 
ter revenge. Workers who re- 
turned after the general strike 
found themselves subject to re- 
prisals in spite of Prime Minis 
ter Baldwin's promise that there 
would be no vindictiveness. 


A year later, in 1927, Parliament 
passed the Trade Union Disputes 
Act.. That act applied penalties 
which set organized labor back 
many years, both politically and 
economically. Severest blow .was 
the provision forbidding ‘the 
Trades Union Congress, central 
Gvganization which would add up 
to a combined AFL and CIO, 
from blanketing in members of 
local unions. Local members were 
required to apply specifically for 
membership in the central organ- 
ization. 


In President Truman’s tempo- 
rary measure there are dangers. 
It is an ominous precedent. The 
real danger, however, is in the 
long-term program. If that is 
merely revenge, the cause of in- 
dustrial peace will have been re- 
tarded.

POLICY OF CATHOLICS 
HIT BY PRESBYTERIANS 


Roman Church “Pressing 
Claims for Favored Position“ 
in the United States. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 

(AP) — The Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S. A. yesterday 
criticized the Roman Catholic 
Church for allegedly “pressing 
claims for a favored position” in 
the United States. 

The 880 commissioners to the 
Presbyterian 158th General Assem- 
bly, already on record against 
continuation of official relation- 
ship between the United States 
and the Vatican, approved a re- 
port which said aggressiveness on 
the part of the hierarchy of the 
Catholic Church, “at times involves 


political action and pressures 
upon sources of public opinion and 
public policy.” 

The report, submitted by Dr. 
Morris C. Robinson of Minneap- 
olis, Minn., said: 

“There are certain tendencies 
within the United States, which if 
given full expression would curtail 
the religious freedom which we as 
a nation enjoy. 

“There is no virtue or gain 
either in concealing or in magni- 
fying the issue that exists between 
ourselves as Protestants and our 
fellow Christians of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

“We raise it at this time in the 
confidence that by free and friend- 
ly discussion the cause of mutual 
understanding and of democracy 
will be best served. 

“We refer particularly to the 
aggressiveness of the Roman 
Catholic Church in pressing claims 
for a favored position for itself 
as a church.” 

The report said that the true 
head of the Christian Church was 
Jesus Christ and not a state of- 
ficial nor an ecclestiastical hier- 
archy. 

The commissioners called on 
President Truman to grant imme- 
diate amnesty to 3000 conscien- 
tious objectors still in federal pris- 
ons. 

“Whatever justification or ex- 
cuse there may have been for im- 
prisoning these men during the 
war, we hold that there is no jus- 
tification now for further impris- 
onment,” said a report approved 
by the commissioners. 

Presidential amnesty was neces- 
sary, the report said, because 
many of the conscientious objec- 
tors would be listed as “felons” 
in their home states and would be 
deprived of civil rights. 

The assembly went on record as 
opposed to: 

The manufacture 
bombs; 

Adoption of a compulsory 
peacetime military training pro- 
gram; 

Unilateral control by the Unit- 
ed States of former Japanese 
islands in the Pacific. 

The commissioners approved 
recommendations calling for: 

Co-operation with Russia in 
world peace efforts; 

National rationing to conserve 
food and help feed starving peo- 
ples abroad; 

Support of collective bargain- 
ing and the right of labor to 
strike without legislative limi- 
tations; 

Federal health legislation.

ADOPTION OF ATOMIC: 
CONTROL PLAN URGED 


R. J. Blakely Deplores Need 
for World Unity and Appar- 
ent Inability to Obtain It. 


The urgent need for world gov- 
ernment and the apparent inabil- 
ity of the people to obtain it con- 
stitute the tragic dilemma now 
facing humanity, Robert J. Blake- - 
ly, editorial writer for the Des 
Moines Register and Tribune, said 
here yesterday, 

Speaking before the annual 
luncheon meeting and assémbly 
of delegates of the Adult Educa- . 
tion Council of Greater St. Louis 
at the Downtown T. M. C. A., Blake- 
ly warned of the “current atomic 
armament race” and urged his 
listeners to work, in the short, 
time available, for adoption of the 
plan advocated by the Board of 
Consultants to the State Depart- 
ment. This plan, calling for in- 
ternational control of the produc- 
tion of fissionable materials, was 
recently published in full in the 
Post-Dispatch, 


If, as the speaker thought pos- 
sible, the elevation of scientists 
to positions of authority in the 
present complex world might re- 
sult in a theocracy of science, his 
remedy wouid be the establish- 
ment of a stronger humane tra- 
dition within science and a broad- 
er public knowledge of scientific 
methods, 

Blakely, a former administrative 
assistant in the. Office of War In- 
formation and later a Marine 
wounded in action on Okinawa, 
pictured the postwar international 
situation as a competition by one 
large group concerned with the 
supremacy of the individual—the 
United States and other western 
democracies—with another group 
concerned with the supremacy of 
the state—Russia. 

Whether the competition will be- 
come malignant, leading inevi- 
tably to war, or beneficent, in 
which each group relies for vie- 
tory on demonstrating its advan- 
tages both at home and abroad, 
has not yet been decided, he said, 
but the signs point to the former, 
in his view. 

His advice to professional edu- 
cators was to use every organiza- 
tion as an instrument for impart- 
ing the essence of humane educa- 
tion, to achieve a clear idea of 
the new kind of world worth 
striving for and then to improve 
the means of getting across the 
ideas necessary to its accomplish- 
ment.

The brutal beating and mis 
treatment of two St. Louisans, 
former Army officers, while they 
were prisoners at the Hiroshima 
Prisoners of War Camp, Branch 
No. 1, are included in the specifi- 
cationg of war crimes charges 
brought by the Army against for- 
mer Japanese officers and guards 
at the camp. 

They are Ralph Yoder, former 
captain captured in the fall of 
Bataan, son of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam C. Yoder, 737A Dover place, 
and Elmer B. Powell Jr., former 
major in the air corps, captured 
at Corregidor, whose parents re- 
side at 7739 Kingsbury boulevard, 

n. 

It was charged that Yoder and 
an Australian officer were cruel- 
ly beaten on March 15, 1944, by 
a guard, and that Powell was 
mistreated by being forced to re- 
main in a squatting position for 
three hours by the camp medical 
officer. 

As Associated Press dispatch 
from Yokohama reported that 
Toranoshin Akamastu, former 
Osaka prison guard, pleaded not 
guilty today to war crimes 
charges, including mistreatment 
of Sergt. Herschel G. Heimann of 
St. Louis and contributing to the 
beating to death of Cpl. Virgil E. 
Byrd of Mount Carmel, III. The 
specifications asserted the guard 
mistreated the St. Louisan by 
twisting his arms behind him and 
tying them to a ladder. 

The charges were signed by Col. 
Alva C. Carpenter, chief of the 
legal section, General Headquar- 
ters of the Supreme Commander 
for Allied Forces, and have been 
forwarded to a military commis- 
sion for trial, the ‘Army an- 
nounced.

The inference from these facts 
ought to be obvious. Both the 
statement in the speech to the 
country, and the proposal for a 
committee to study “long-range” 
labor policy, were clearly prepara- 
tions for a veto of the Case bill. 

On Monday, conservative Demo- 
crats who feared a veto began a 
sort of march on the White House, 
to urge the President to commit 
himself to signing the bill. He 
refused to do anything of the sort, 
or to make any statement on the 
subject. 

This type of pressure will con- 
tinue, and no doubt the Presi- 
dent’s more conservative personal 
advisers will have something to 
say to him. Yet the counter- 
pressure from those who still be- 
lieve in the labor alliance will also 
be strong. On balance, it is con- 
celvable that the President will 
accept the Case bill, but at this 
writing it is most unlikely.

In truth, the President’s conserv- 
ative cronies, such as Reconver- 
sion Director John Snyder, always 
encounter a simple but almost in- 
surmountable difficulty when they 
seek to win him to their views on 
labor policy. 

A fortnight ago, for example, it 
appeared likely that the President 
would sign the Case bill. In the 
meanwhile, however, he has again 
been forcibly reminded that he 
can only carry the North with the 
labor vote. And thus the outlook 
has been changed, 

That does not mean that the 
President and his advisers do not 
recognize a conservative, and in- 
deed a Republican trend in the 
country.

Con- 
sequently they still stick to it, 


even in these very thin times.

SUVIET EX-CLERK 
ON STAND IN TRIAL 
UF CANADIAN WLP 


Says Ruisians Sent Secret ‘ 
Agents Abroad as Tass| mei 
Correspondents, Diplo-|:

MONTREAL, May 29 (UP)—So- 
viet Russia sent trained secret 
agents abroad under the guise of 
Tass news agency correspondents, 
diplomats and motion picture rep- 
resentatives, it was testified to- 
day at the espionage-conspiracy 
trial of Fred Rose, Communist 
member of Parliament. 

Igor Gouzenko, former cipher 
clerk for the Russian embassy in 
Canada, testified the agents 
worked under supervision of a 
Red Army secret code school in 
Moscow and that their relatives 
were checked for 1 by the; Th 
NKVD (secret police). Gouzenko 
said he himself had been trained 
at the school. 

Gouzenko, who smuggled espion- 
age documents out of the embassy 
at Ottawa and tipped off the Ca- 
nadian Government to activities 
of the alleged Russian spy ring, 
was brought here from Ottawa un- 
der Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice protection as a star Crown 
witness in the trial, which opened 
yesterday. He has said his life 
has been threatened since he first 
made the disclosures. 

Gouzenko told the court that 
Russtan military attaches of the 
Soviet embassy were serving “os- 
tensibly” as diplomats on “official 
duty,” but that actually they were 
secret agents. The press attache 
of the embassy in 1943, Gouzenko 
said, was “chief of Russian spies 
in Canada.” 

The 27-year-old clerk said he 
was born and educated in Rus- 
sia. Part of his training for mil- 
itary intelligence, he said, was at 
the Red Army school where men 
were qualified as code experts for 
work abroad, 

Gouzenko said he arrived in 
Ottawa in June 1943, with Col. N. 
Zabotin, military attache to the 
embassy, and a Lt. Ramanov, 
Zabotin's secretary. 

Defense Attorney Joseph Cohen 
argued that Russians mentioned 
in the indictment against Rose 
and in Gouzenko’s testimony were 
attached to the Russian embassy 
and therefore were subject to dip- 
lomatic immunity. He said Gou- 
zenko could not waive his own 
diplomatic privilege and that the 
court “must decide whether Gou- 
zenko’s testimony and documents 
could be admitted to the court.”

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HERE are numerous ways to 
T conserve food in the present 
emergency. Three important 
ones are to cook each food in the 
best possible way, to cook no 
more of it than is needed, and to 
cook it no longer than in abso- 
lutely netessary. Choosing uten- 
sils of the right size to do the 
mixing or cooking is certainly 
essential. Take for example the 
baking of a cake, The amount 
of batter the recipe produces, 
should fill one or more pans just 
full enough so that when the cake 
is baked, it will be perfectly level 
with the top of the pan. If there is 
too much batter for the pan, the 
batter will either run over or it 
will hump up or bulge over and 
that extended part will overbake 
and become dried out before the 
center of the cake is baked suffi- 
ciently. If there is too little batter, 
the cake will not brown on the 
top by the time it is baked 
through so in an attempt to ob- 
tain the preferred brown, the 
cake is overbaked to the point 
where it will not have its greatest 
appeal. Whether the pan is too 
large or too small, there is sacri- 
fice of food and food quality. 
The material of which the cake 
pan is made also needs considera- 
tion. If the pan is aluminum or 
tin, the optimum baking tempera- 
ture for layer cake ig around 350 
degrees Fahrenheit. But the same 
batter baked at the same tempera- 
ture and for the same length of 
time in a glass cake plate will 
come out too dark a brown and 
the cake will be overbaked. But 
the glass pan will bake perfect 
cake if the temperature is reduced 
to 325 degrees Fahrenheit. And 
while we are considering cake 
baking, we also need to think 
about cake care for a perfect one 
just out of the oven may not be 
perfect on the table. Cake needs 
to be cooled in the pan and should 
be left on the cake rack five 
minutes before turning it out 
carefully on the rack to preserve 
a perfect shape for icing. But 
once turned out on the rack, it 
must remain there just long 
enough to cool—no longer. Such 
cake dries out rapidly and when 
this is allowed, the deliciousness 
of the cake fades away fast, Just 
as soon as the cake loses its oven 
heat, it must either be iced, or it 
must be covered tightly to pre- 
serve the desired moistness, 


Curried Eggs. 


Separate the yolks from the 
whites of four hard-cooked eggs. 
Chop the whites, sieve the egg 
yolks, Melt two tablespoons mar- 
garine, add one tablespoon minced 
onion and saute for a minute; 
blend in two ‘tablespoons flour, 
add one cup stock or one beef 
bouillon cube plus one cup hot 
water and cook with constant 


stirring until mixture thickens. 


Add one teaspoon curry powder, 
and one-half teaspoon salt, three- 
fourths cup cooked rice, and egg 
whites. Pour piping hot over hot 
cooked noodles or into pastry 
shells and top with riced egg 
yolks. Four servings.

Breakfast: Fresh sliced sugared 
pineapple, French toast with 
sirup. 
- Luncheon: Curried eggs on 
noodles, buttered asparagus, or- 
ange and banana fruit cup. 

Dinner: Weiner Schnitzel, 
mashed potatoes, mixed frozen 
vegetables, cabbage raisin-nut 
slaw, strawberry ice cream, sour 
cream cookies. 

Sour Cream Cookies 

Sift all-pu e flour, measure 
two cups, and resift together with 
two teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon soda, one-half 
teaspoon salt and one-half tea- 
spoon nutmeg. Cream one-half 
cup shortening, add one cup 
brown sugar gradually and beat 
until light. Add one egg well 
beaten and beat until fluffy. Add 
dry ingredients alternately with 
one-half cup sour cream, beating 
until smooth after each addition. 
Stir in one cup chopped nuts. 
Drop by teaspoonfuls on a greased 
cookie sheet and bake at 400 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for eight to 10 
minutes, Remove to a cake rack 
-to cool, About six dozen cookies. 


My Neighbor Says: 

When preparing bacon for a 
large group bake it in the oven. 
Place the slices on a wire rack set 
in a dripping pan. Bake in a 
400-degree oven for 10 minutes or 
until brown. Drain on absorbent 
paper. acon is crisp when baked.

N our anxiety over the rail- 

road strike, very few people 

seemed to connect it with the 
coal strike, and yet the two go 
hand in hand. n many ways, 
John L. Lewis has been responsi- 
ble for the whole situation because 
of his arrogant attitude as regards 
the public interest. I do not think 
he should be allowed to continue, 
and I think that any machinery 
now set up will operate for the 
railroad workers and their lead- 


ers but not where he is concerned, 


The public should know the 
facts about the mining industry. 
There is no question that some 
improvements have been made by 
the operators, but many more need 
to be made. Some mines cannot 
be operated profitably for both 
the management and the work- 
ers. This is a hazardous indus- 
try and, in spite of new safety 
devices, it is still one of the in- 
dustries in which major disasters 


occur,

THE PASSAGE of the Social 
Security Act meant a great deal 
in alleviating the hardships which 
used to face families at the time 
of such disasters. I can well re- 


member a certain woman in West 
Virginia with 10 or 12 children 
whose husband, a foreman, died 
in a mine trying to rescue other 
men trapped there after an acci- 
dent. Her friends told me that, 
in the old days, many of the chil- 
dren would have had to go to work 
long before they should have left 
school, but the Social Security Act 

ve her a lift. It enabled her to 
he her children in school, in 
many ways she was better off fi- 
nancially than when her husband 
was living, and she received bene- 
fits for her children until they 
were 18, 

But this is a Government se- 
curity. The mining industry itself 
has done very little for the health 
and welfare of its workers and 
their families.

BECAUSE Lewis does not com- 
mand the confidence of a great 
many people, there is a feeling 
that whatever health and welfare 


fund is ‘agreed upon should, in | 


the interests of the workers as 
well as of the operators, be ad- 
ministered under some supervi- 
sion, But this fact has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the right- 
eousness of the demand for such 
a fund. A health and welfare 
fund, and safety in the mines, are 
essential in this industry. 


The size of contributions to the 
fund and the way it should be 
administered are points for nego- 
tiation. 


The miners should go back to 
work, because coal is needed in 
the world, but it should also be 
obligatory that the negotiations go 
on and that results develop which 
cover the real causes of complaint. 

The public has been very com- 
placent about labor’s difficulties 
and, wherever organized labor was 
concerned, they have taken it for 
granted that there was strength 
enough in the organization to 
fight its own battles. This is not 
true. The public has no right to 
assume that it will benefit for the 
accomplishments of organized la- 
bor without taking the trouble to 
see that organized labor has a fair 
deal.

D. the first time! This alone is enough to recommend Es- 
quire’s All-American Hot Jazz,“ a new Victor album. The 
praiseworthy project was masterminded by Leonard Feather, 
who, in accompanying notes, describes the headaches, kicks and 
results of the six-hour session. Musicians, most of them Esquire 
poll winners this year, are: Armstrong, Charlie Shavers, Neal 
Hefti, trumpets; Johnny Hodges, alto, Don Byas, tenor sax;

West opened the club king. In- 
stead of putting up dummy’s ace, 
declarer gave some thought to 
the situation. His danger was ap- 
parent. East might have the dia- 
mond suit stopped, and upon win- 
ning the lead, return a spade 
through the closed hand’s king. 
Thus, one diamond and three 
spade tricks might easily be lost. 


After a moment’s study, de- 
clarer saw a good way to avoid 
this risk—he allowed West to 
hold the first trick with his club 
king! For want of a better play 
West continued the suit, and de- 
clarer discarded a diamond on the 
club ace. From that time on he 
had comparatively smooth sail 
ing. He led a low diamond to the 
ace and returned the diamond 
six—quite willing that West 
should ruff if he was out of the 
suit, since that defender could 
make no effective attack in the 
spade suit. (South saw that he 
could not afford to draw trumps 
before establishing diamonds be- 
cause he might urgently need 
dummy’s trumps for entries.) 
West, realizing that if he ruffed 
the diamond lead toward dummy 
he would be unable td make any 
discarded a 
club. The diamond king won and 
declarer ruffed a diamond high in 
his own hand. He led a trump to 
dummy and ruffed another dia- 
mond high, then drew trumps 
ending in dummy, and discarded 
a spade on the established fifth 
diamond.

HEN the male members of 
W the Municipal Opera singing 

chorus rehearse the line in 
one of the “Rosalie” choral num- 
bers that goes, “Did you call for 
soldiers? We are here to answer 
you,” some of them must feel like 
adding the age-old, “And we mean 
it,” since 22 ex-service men are in 
the Muny chorus this year. 


Among the number who did an- 
swer the call for the chorus is 
one ex-lieutenant colonel, Wilbur 
Nelson, who is now back in the 
ranks so to speak, but rather than 
feeling demoted, Nelson considers 
his return to civilian life a pro- 
motion. 


“T’m now back at what I want 
to do,” he said happily, “making 
a living in music. And I've cer- 
tainly got plenty of company. 
There are eight veterans in the: 
bass section alone, almost enough 
of us to start our’own American 
Legion post.” 

Reconversion was a bit rugged 
for Nelson at first since he 
hadn’t done any singing, except 
in church, for the five years and 
three months he was in the Army, 
devoting as he puts its, “all energy 
to the job at hand.” Also he had 
acquired a wife and son during 
those five years and was a bit 
doubtful. about trying the pre- 
carious profession of singing, but 
his wife cast her vote for it, and 
he returned to study and the 
round of tryouts which eventually 
led him here, 
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A bass-baritone, Nelson has the 
height, shoulder-breadth, and the 
smile of Sonny Tufts, which might 
lead a feminine observer to won- 
der whether it makes any differ- 
ence if he can sing. As a matter 
of fact singing was strictly a side- 
line in his life until he graduated 
from college with a degree in 
civil engineering and was offered 
a scholarship to pursue his hobby, 
singing, at the Peabody Conserva- 
tory. 

“I was there three years,” he 
said, “and thought I was started 
on my way. A few people had 
said, ‘Come back in fall,’ but that 
was in 1940 and by fall I had 
volunteered for a year’s service in 
the Army.”

HE importance of blood trans- 
T fusions has become increas- 

ingly accepted by the laity. A 
few years back a blood transfu- 
gion seemed to strike terror in 
the hearts of the patient and fam- 
ily and was considered a des- 
perate and last effort to save the 
patient. 


The modern concept today is 
entirely different and the patient 
and family seem to feel comfort- 
ably satisfied that blood is going 
to be transfused into the patient 
irrespective of the condition, sur- 
gical or medical. Its importance 
in surgical shock has been reason- 
ably well understood by the laity 
from its inception, but for a host 
of other conditions it has been 
viewed with skepticism and fear. 

Due to improved laboratory 
technique, proper grouping and 
cross matching of the patient, 
modernized technique of adminis- 
tration and the appreciation and 
dangers of the RH factor, blood 
transfusions occupy a very high 
position in the armamentarium of 
the practitioner or hospital, I am 
happy to see this receptive mood 


in the layman toward blood trans- 
fusions as it is not only a life- 
saver in many instances, but is 
equally as potent in elevating 
many a patient over the “hump.” 

The previous occasional reac- 
tions from blood transfusions, 
with improved technique and 
checking for RH factor, is fast 
disappearing. The understanding 
of this hitherto-unknown RH 
factor is tremendously important. 

Now that the RH factor is 
under control, blood transfusions 
can be given with as much safety 
as any intravenous medication 
and should receive enthusiastic 
support from the laity. In the 
succeeding article I will discuss 
the RH factor a little further and 
give some of the many indications 
for blood transfusions.

hind him, holding his breath 
slightly to make up for the three- 
inch chest expansion, and had 
added that lovely piece of cos- 
tume jewelry, the discharge but- 
ton to his left lapel and a ribbon 
for his Bronze Star (and cluster) 
to the right.
